ROBERT  SEAVER  was  born  in  England ,  about  1608.  On  March 
24 ,  1633-4  ,  he  took  the  oaths  of  supremacy  and  allegiance  to 
pass  for  New  England  on  the  Ship  "Mary  and  John,"  of  London, 
Robert  Sayers,  Master  (10).  He  reachea  Roxbury,  Mass.,  it 
is  probable,  previous  to  June,  •  1 634’. 

On  Dec.  10,  1634,  he  married  EJizaoeth  Ballard,  believed 
to  be  •  ar  relative  of  William  Ballard,  who,  on  Mar,  26,  1634 ,

Every  school  child  knows  the 
poem,  but  the  real  Eunice  lived  and.  married,  and  her  des¬ 
cendants,  among  whom  were  gallant-  soldiers  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  eloquent  preachers  and  professional*  men,  are  numbered 
by  the  hundred. 

If  we  rely  on  Cutter ’ s  account ,  then  the  poet,  Longfellow 
has  enshrined  the  name  of  a  Seaver  matron  in  American  liter¬ 
ature  forever.  The  22nd  and  last  verse  of  the-  poem  reads:

The  writer 
had  at  home  in  his  Seaver  family  heirlooms  a

very  early  photo.  (Daugerre  1838;  photo.  Ar¬ 
cher  (  1850,  Century  Dictionary)  of  his  grand¬ 
father,  Benjamin  Seaver,  and  dated  “1852  from 
a  daugerrotype.”  Gleason  in  his  biog.  of  B.  S., 
the  mayor,  wh ’ h  accompanies  the  woodcut, 
prints  “we  solicited  the  favor  of  a  sitting,” 
which  he  kindly  granted  us,  and  thus  from  a 
most  perfect  daugerrotype,  our  artist  has  been 
enabled  to  produce  an  excellent  likeness.” 
Thus,  after  wandering  apart  nearly  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  century,  the  two  pictures  are  again 
together,  for  Mr.  D.  W.  S.  has  presented  the 
writer  with  the  copy  of  Gleason’s  Pictorial.  It 
gives  the  older  Boston  Gk,  lino  re  1832, 
crowned  with  the  dome  of  the  State  House. 
On  the  left  “Old  South  Church  Steeple,  and  on 
the  right  Bunker  Hill  Monument.  Charles¬ 
town,  with  the  “Constitution”  battleship.  In 
front  the  harbor,  with  steamboats  having 
“walking  beam  engines,”  U.  S.  Revenue  cutter, 
sailing;  a  merchant  ship  with  painted  ports; 
and  a  Cunard  steamer,  with  side-wheel  pad¬ 
dles,  tall  masts  with  sails,  flying  the  British  en¬ 
sign,  and  with  the  American  flag  at  the  fore, 
carrying  the  mails  to  L'pool.

When  he  came  to  “New  Eng- 
land,”  as  America  from  “Virginia”  to  Nova 
Scotia  was  then  called,  only  a  generation  be¬ 
fore,  in  1588,  the  defeat  of  the  sea  power  of 
Spain  by  the  sturdy  English  navy,  made  the 
ocean  safe  for  the  colonization  of  the  “New 
World,”  by  the  English,  for  their  vessels  trad¬ 
ing  in  furs  and  fish.  The  “Mayflower,”  and  the 
“Mary  and  John,”  that  brought  the  original 
Robert,  had  made  several  voyages  before  he 
came  in  1634,  with  others,  “just  plain  people,” 
as  President  Eiioi  of  Harvard  University  has 
said.  But  the  making  of  a  nation  was  in  their 
blood.  Nathaniel,  of  the  first  generation  born 
in  America,  was  killed  in  a  fight  with  the  abo¬ 
rigines  in  1676:  Robert  of  the  third  lost  a  son 
at  the  capitulation  or  the  French  fortress  of 
Louisburg  in  Canada ; -and  many  of  the  name 
were  “rebels”  in  the  American  Revolution;  and

The  writer  regrets  that  want  of  space  in  this 
edition  of  the  “Seaver  Genealogy”  of  1024  com¬ 
pelled  so  much  of  the  valuable  data  of  the  early 
Mass.  Sea  vers  to  be  left  out,  that  the  keen  re¬ 
search  of  Mr.  Chas.  B,  Blanchard,  of  Brook¬ 
line,  had  gathered  from  70  Mass,  towns;  but 
the  author  of  the  genealogy,  Mr.  Jesse  Seaver, 
of  Indiana  and  Philadelphia,  has  in  searching 
forthe  line  of  his  own  ancestry,  to  make  up 
for  this  omission,  supplied  us  with  a  large 
amount  of  data  of  early  English  Seavers,  that 
will  no  doubt  prove  very  interesting  to  Ameri¬ 
can  ones.  His  correspondence  with  Mr.  George 
Seavers,  of  Glostershire,  England,  now  in  Brit¬ 
ish  service  in  Northern  Rhodesia,  Africa,  and 
himself  a  veteran  genealogist,  and  a  contrib¬ 
utor  to  publications  in  that  line,  has  opened  a 
source  of  much  information  of  the  early  part 
of  the  Seaver  ancestry.
